Both the sale of the plant and 
the lease of the oil sands were 
offered in a package deal. Offers 
to obtain them separately were 
not considered. 

The“oil reserves of the’ bitumin- 
ous sands, reputed to be the worlds’ 
largest untapped gil source, are 
estimated at 250,000,000,000 bar- 
rels. 

Informed sources said later that 
the provincial government now 
could sell the plant piecemeal, or 
through a private deal.

OF SERVICE AND GOODWILL

STONY PLAIN — The Oatway 
House stands today, as it has stood 
for 30 years, in quiet simplicity 
and calm assurance of peace and 
refuge. 

Through its doors have passed 

» thousands in need of the healing 
skill of the friendly confident doc- 
tor and his hospitable faithful com- 
panion, for it has stood “by the 
side of the road and been a friend 
to man.” The tiny spruce Dr. and 
Mrs, Oatway planted before its 
doors in 1920, now towers high 
over the driveway and porch, giv- 
ing the place a feeling of seclusion 
and rest which appears to calm the 
troubled mind and soothe the rest- 
less spirit. 

Most structures in this western 
country are modern and well 
enough in their place, and for the 
purpose they serve, but not many 
have an individuality, or spriit of 
their own, Indeed the spirit of man 
is everywhere, more restless, it 
seems to me, than it used to be, 
perhaps nature itself is chafing 
against the humans who speed 
across its surface with such heed- 
less haste and with so little time 
or thought either for the purpose 
of life or for meditation. 

The good Doctor and Mrs. Oat-
